THE BATTLE~OF SOLFEBINO. 


The news has been confirmed of this ter- 


rible battle, which wa* the most terrific of 
modern times, both aa to the numbers 
engaged, and the fi.-rceness of the, contest. 
It is supposed that not less than 450,000 
men were in the awful fight. It extended 
over 15 leagues, and continued over 16 
hoars,Jwben the Austrians were forced to 
give way, and the French were too much 
disabled and fatigued to pursue them but a 
short distance. The lops is not fully known, 
but the slaughter on both sides was terri- 
ble. 
It is estimated that at least 25,000 


French were killed and wouuiied, and 35,- 
000 of the Austrinns. 
The French have 


taken a position in advance nf their former 
one, but no further general battle had been 
had at the last account. 


NEW"YORK. Ju'y 12. 


A letter from !he battle field uf Snlfi-rino 


has been received here, giving the first ac- 
curate details- 


"The battle•CTnimenced at n little before 


five o'clock in tho morning, not iar from 
sunrise. 
Just back of Castiglione rises a 


high range of hills, which project a mile or 
thereabouts into the plain, -ind then break- 
off towards the left into a wide expanse of 
smaller hills and so into the rolling surface 
which makes that portion of the plain. The 
Austrians had taken position ou these hiils, 
plaining (unnon upon those nearest to Cas 
tiglione, which they could approach, as the 
French army was in full force in and 
around that little village, and stationed 
their immense army all over the surround- 
ing plains. 
As near as we can learn, the 


Emperor Francis Joseph h.ul collected here 
not less than 225,000 troops, ind oomiuan 
ded them in person. 
His evident purpose 


was to make a stand here and risk the for- 
tunes of the war upon the hazard of the 
day. 


"Napoleon promptly neo°pted the chal- 


lenge, and commenced the attack as soon as 
it was light, by placing cannon upon the 
hills still nearer to Castigliouo thun those 
held by the Austrians, and opening fire 
upon them on the heights beyond.

these, a steep sharp backed ridge which 
commands a magnificent view of the entire 
circuit of the plain, nnd from that point 
directed the entire movements of his army 
during the early portion of the day.
